“There Must be Provision for Adequate But 
Sound Currency/* He Declares in Mo­ 
mentous Address After He Takes Oath’ 
Of Office as Washington Throng Cheers 
Policies Outlined.

WASHINGTON, March 4.— Franklin D. Roosevelt be­ 
came President today in a setting vibrant with the grav­ 
ity of national responsibilities, and declared in his in­ 
augural address he was prepared to submit a program 
of drastic remedies to cure the nation’s economical ills. 
Cheered by thousands as he pronounced the words of 
his faith from the north steps of the capitol, the new 
President added that if congress did not help to carry 
this program into fulfillm ent, he would ask that wartime 
powers be vested in the presidency. 
He outlined only in general terms the program he 
had in mind, but named among his objective new safe­ 
guards for hanking and against speculation. 
His induction into office was the high moment of aa 
old-tim e inaugural, to which one of the largest crowds 
in histon* had come. 
Vice President Garner had taken the oath of office 
nearly an hour before his chief, in a short ceremony in 
the senate chamber. A mammoth inaugural parade, 
starting immediately after the presidential address and 
reviewed by Mr. Roosevelt from a W hite House stand, 
brought the great pageant to an end. 
The newly inaugurated President said he would call 
the new' congress into special session to carry out his 
planned attack on the crisis, saying “we must act and 
act quickly,” but he did not reveal when the new ses­ 
sion would be called. 
Among the policies outlined by the nation s new lead­ 
er was that “there must bo provision for an adequate but 
sound currency/’

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Jesus Heals the Syrophoenician (girl 


Our story for today, is a beautiful 
lesson on “faith.” It also reveals so 
clearly that Jesus did not come to 
minister to any select group but was 
always in readiness to hear, and an­ 
swer prayer, when and wherever, the 
petitioner came penitent and with 
faith. 


The writer does not believe that 
any comment on this particular inci­ 
dent in the life of Jesus could equal 
the simple story as we find it in the 
gospel of Matthew, which we prefer 
to copy just as we find it, as follows: 


“Then Jesus went thence, and de­ 
parted into the coasts of Tyre and 
Sidon. 
And, behold, a woman of 
Canaan came out of the same coasts, 
and cried unto Him, saying: “Have 
mercy on me, O Lord, thou son of 
David: my daughter is grievously 
vexed with a devil.” But he answer­ 
ed her not a word. 
And his dis­ 


ciples came and besought Him, say­ 
ing: ‘Send her away; for she crieth 
after us.’’ 


But He answered, and said: “I am 
not sent but unto the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel.” 


Then came she and worshipped 
him, saying: “Lord, help me.” 
But 
He answered and said: “It is not meet 
to take the children’s bread, and cast 
it to dogs.’' 
And she said: “Truth, 
Lord; yet the dogs eat of the crumbs 
which fall from their master’s table.” 
Then Jesus said: “O ! woman, great 
is thy faith: be it unto you as thou 
w ilt” 
(Matthew’, 
15th 
Chapter, 
verses 21 to 27 inclusive, also part of 
verse 28). 


Note the apparent irony of the 
Saviour’s remarks, and the earnest­ 
ness, plus tactful disposition of the 
woman whose faith and sincerity 
Jesus was testing, most rigidly.

The number of cuts In January 
this year dropped about 20 per 
cent, as compared w ith January, 
1932, whereas in the previous years 
of the depression the number of 
cuts Increased by IOO per cent or 
more in January. 
January is the 
biggest month for wage cutting. 
Cuts Ob February this year num- 
beed about 6, comparing to 85 in 
February, 1932; 
40 In February, 
1131, and 7 In February, 1930. 
Better Trend In 1932 
F u rth er evidence of th e change 
in trend is seen in the fact that 
th e num ber of cuts in th e last half 
of 1932 was considerably sm aller 
than in the first half of th e year. 
In 1931 and 1980 the reverse was 
true. 
The survey further discloses the 
am ounts of wage and salary reduc­ 
tions in the period from January 
1930, to February, 1933—the de­ 
pression to date;

The text of President R oosevelt's 
Inaugural address follow s: 
“I am certain 
th a t 
m y fellow 
A m ericans expect th at on my In­ 
duction into the presidency I will 
address them w ith a candor and 
a decision which th e present situs 
tion of our nation impels. 
This is pre-em inently the tim e 
to speak the truth, th e whole truth, 
frankly and boldly. N or need we 
shrink from honestly facing condi­ 
tions in our country today. This 
great nation will endure, as It has 
endured, will revive and will pros­ 
per. So first of all let me assert my 
firm belief th at the only thing we 
have to fear Is fear itself,—nam e­ 
less, unreasoning, unjustified te r 
ror which paralyzes needed efforts 
to convert re treat into advance, 
In every dark hour of our nat­ 
ional life a leadership of frankness 
and vigor has m et with th at un­ 
derstanding and 
support 
of the 
people them selves which is essen­ 
tial to victory. I am convinced that 
you will again give th a t support 
to leadership In these critical days. 
O utlines N ation’s D ifficulties 
'I n a spirit ou my part and on 
yours we face our common diffi­ 
culties. 
They concern, thank God. 
only m aterial things. 
Values have 
shrunken to fantastic levels; taxes 
have risen; our ability to pay has 
fallen; governm ent of all kinds is 
faced by serious curtailm ent of in 
come; the m eans of exchange arc 
frozen and the currents of trade; 
the w ithered leaves of Industrial 
enterprise lie on every side; farm ­ 
ers find no m arket for their pro­ 
duce; the savings of m any years 
in thousands of fam ilies are gone. 
“More im portant, a host of un 
employed citizens face tbe grim 
problem 
of 
existence, 
and 
an 
equally great num ber toil w ith lit­ 
tle return. 
Only a foolish optim ist 
can deny the dark realities of the 
moment. 
“Yet our distress comes from no 
failure 
of 
substance. 
We 
are 
stricken by no plague of locusts. 
Compared 
with 
the perils which 
our forefathers conquered because 
they believed aud were not afraid. 
we have still much to be thankful 
for. 
N ature still offers her bounty 
aud hum an efforts have m ultiplied 
it. 
Plenty is at our doorsteps, but 
a generous use of it languishes in 
the very sight of the supply. 
Unscrupulous Money Changers 
Hit. 
“Prim arily, 
this is because the 
rules of the exchange of m ankind’s 
goods have 
failed through their 
own stubbornness and their own in­ 
competence, to have adm itted their 
failure and abdicated. Practices of 
the unscrupulous money changers 
stand indicted in the court of pub­ 
lic opinion, rejected by the hearts 
and minds of men. 
“True, they have tried, but their 
efforts have been cast in lite pat­ 
tern of an outw orn tradition. Faced 
by failure of credit they have pro­ 
posed only the lending 
of 
more 
money. Stripped of the lure of pro­ 
fit by which to induce our people 
to follow their false leadership they 
have 
reesorted 
to 
exhortations, 
pleading tearfully for restored con­ 
fidence. 
They know only the rules 
of a generation 
of 
self-seekers. 
They have no vision, 
and when 
there is no vision the people per­ 
ish. 
“Tile money changers have fled 
from their high Beats in tho temple 
of our civilization. 
We may now 
restore th at tem ple to the ancient 
truths. The measure of the resto r­ 
ation lies in the extent to which we 
apply social 
values 
more 
noble 
than m ere m onetary profit. 
“Happiness lies not in the m ere 
possession of money; it lies In the 
joy of achievem ent. In the thrill of 
creative effort. T he joy and moral 
stim ulation of w ork no longer must 
be forgotten In the mad chase of 
evanescent profits. T hese dark days 
will be worth all they cost us lf 
they teach us that our true destiny 
is not to be m inistered until but to 
m inister ourselves and to our fel­ 
lowmen. 
Calls for Honesty, Honor, Fait. 
"Recognition of the falsity of m a­ 
terial w ealth as the standard of 
success goes hand In hand with the 
abandonm ent of 
th e false belief 
that public office and high polit! 
cal position are to bo valued only 
by th e standards of 
pride 
and 
place and 
personal 
profit; 
and 
there m ust be an end to a conduct 
In banking and In business which 
too often has given to a 
sacred 
tru st th e likeness of callous and 
selfish wrongdoing. Small wonder 
that confidence languishes, for It 
thrives only on honesty, on honor, 
on the sacredness of 
obligations, 
on faithful protection, on unselfish 
perform ance; w ithout them It can 
not live. 
“R estoration calls, however, not 
for changes in ethics alone. 
This 


put people to work. This is no un­ 
solvable problem if we face It wise­ 
ly and courageously. It can be ac­ 
complished In part 
by direct re­ 
cruiting by the governm ent Itself, 
treating the task as we would the 
em ergency of a war 
but at 
the 
sam e tim e through this em ploym ent 
accomplishing greatly needed pro­ 
jects to stim ulate and reorganize 
the use of our natural resources. 
“H and in hand w ith this 
we 
m ust frankly recognize the over­ 
balance of population in our indus­ 
trial centers and, by engaging on a 
national scale in a redistribution, 
endeavor to provide a better use of 
the land for thowe best fitted for 
th e land. The task can be helped by 
definite efforts to raise the values 
of agricultural products and with 
this the proper purchase the out­ 
put of our cities. It can be helped 
by 
preventing 
realistically 
the 
tragedy of the growing loss through 
foreclosure, of our sm all homes and 
our farm s. It can be helped by In­ 
sistence tb at the federal, state and 
local governm ents act forthw ith on 
the dem and th at their cost be dras- 
lcally reduced. It can be helped by 
the unifying 
of 
relief 
activities 
which today 
are often Beavered, 
unifying of relief activities which 
today are often scattered, unecon­ 
om ical and unequal. It eau be help­ 
ed by national planning for 
and 
supervision of all form s of tra n s­ 
portation 
and of com m unications 
and other utilities, which have a 
definitely public character. 
T here 
are m any ways in which It can be 
helped, but it can never be helped 
m erely by talking about It. 
W e 
m ust act and act quickly. 
Two Safeguards Demanded. 
“Finally, in our progress tow ard 
a resum ption of work we require 
tw o safeguards against a retu rn of 
the evils of the old order; there 
m ust be a strict supervision of all 
banking and credits and 
Invest­ 
m ents; there m ust be an end to 
speculation 
with 
o th er 
people’s 
money, and there m ust be provi­ 
sion for an adequate but sound cur­ 
rency. 
“These are the lines of 
I shall presently urge upon a new 
congress In special session detail­ 
ed m easures for th eir fulfillm ent, 
and I shall seek the im m ediate 
slstance of the several states. 
Through this program of action 
we address 
ourselves to putting 
our own national house in order 
and m aking income balance outgo. 
Our 
international trade relations, 
though 
vastly 
Im portant, are in 
point of tim e and necessity 
sec­ 
ondary to the establishm ent of a 
sound national economy. I favor 
as a prrvtlcai policy the putting, 
of first things first. I shall spar? 
no effort to restore world trade by 
international 
economic 
read ju st­ 
m ent, but the efnergency at home 
can not wait on th at accom plish­ 
m ent. 
“The basic thought th at guides 
these specific m eans of national re­ 
covery is not narrow ly nationalis­ 
tic. 
It is the insistence, as a first 
consideration, 
upon 
the 
interde­ 
pendence of the various elem ents 
in and parts of the United S tates— 
a recognition of the old and per­ 
m anently im portant m anifestation 
of the Am erican spirit of the pio­ 
neer. 
It is the way to recovery. 
It is the im m ediate way. 
It is the 
strongest assurance th at the recov­ 
ery will endure. 
“In the field of world policy I 
would dedicate this nation to the 
policy of the good neighbor—the 
neighbor 
who resolutely respects 
him self and because he does so, 
respect the rights of others—the 
neighborhood who respects his ob­ 
ligations and respects the sanctity 
of his agreem ent in and with a 
world of neighbors. 
“If I read the tem per of our peo­ 
ple correctly we now realize as we 
have never realized before our in ter­ 
dependence on each o th er; th a t we 
can not m erely take but we m ust 
give as well, th at if we are glad to 
go forw ard we m ust move as a 
trained and loyal arm y willing to 
sacrifice for the good of a common 
.iscipliue, because w ithout such dis­ 
cipline no progress Is m ade, no 
leadership becom e effective. W e are, 
I know, ready and willing to sub­ 
m it our lives and property to such 
discipline because it m akes Pos 
slide a leadership which alm s at a 
larger good. 
This I propose to of 
fer, pledging th at th e larger pur­ 
poses will bind upon us all as a 
sacred obligation with a unity of 
duty hitherto evoked only in tim e 
of arm ed strife. 
Pledge Attack Upon Problems 
“W ith this pledge taken. I as­ 
sum e unhesltantly th e leadership 
of this great arm y of our people 
dedicated to a disciplined attack 
upon our common problem s. 
A ction 
In this 
Im age and to 
this end Is feasible under the form 
of governm ent which we have In­ 
herited from our ancestors. 
Our 
constitution Is so sim ple and prac 
Ileal th at it Is possible alw ays to 
m eet 
extraordinary 
needs 
by 
changes in em phasis and arrange­ 
m ent without loss of essential form 
T hat is why our constitutional ays 
tem has proved itself the m ost su 
perbly enduring 
political m edian 
Ism th e modern world has produc­ 
ed. 
It has m et every stress of 
vast expansion of territory, of for 
eign w ars, of bitter internal strife, 
of world relations.
